16 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

20 (A) IN THIS SECTION, "IN-STATE UNDERGRADUATE STUDENT" MEANS A
21 STUDENT WHO ISELIGIBLE TO PAY RESIDENT TUITION AT AN INSTITUTION OF THE
22 UNIVERSITY SYSTEM OF MARYLAND.

23 (B) THE PROPORTION OF IN-STATE UNDERGRADUATE STUDENTS AT EACH
24 INSTITUTION OF THE UNIVERSITY SYSTEM OF MARYLAND, EXCLUDING THE

25 UNIVERSITY OF MARYLAND UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, SHALL BE AT LEAST 75% OF ITS
26 TOTAL UNDERGRADUATE STUDENT POPULATION.
